TO DEATH IN BED 


Police Hunting Lloyd Bowers, Missing 


Following Slaying of His 24-Year-Old 
Wife—Parents, Living in Same House 
With Young Couple, Unaware of 
Tragedy Until Mother Discovers Body 
of Daughter Saturdav Morning. 
KEARNEY, Neb., May 23—(AP)—Mrs. Gladys Bowers, 


24, bride of a month, was found strangled to death in her 
room at the .home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. William P. 
Elsam, here Saturday morning. A search is being made for 
her husband, Lloyd Bowers, who police said is missing. 


Following their marnage in April, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bowers went to the 
Elsam home to live. 
Mr. and Mrs. Elsam retired about 


9 o'clock last night, police said, 
leaving the young couple still up in 
another section, of the house. The 
Elsams occupied a second floor room 
•while Mr. and Mrs. Bowers werfr 
ustag an enclosed sleeping porch. 


Clad In Pajamas. 


Mrs. 
Bowers was found in bed I 


clad in her pajamas. Bowers, police 
was known to have later entered the 
sleeping room occupied by his wife, 
fully clothed. 


The tragedy, police reported, was 
not discovered until this morning, 
when Mrs. Elsam, upon going to the 
kitchen, observed the body of her 
daughter at the foot of the bed. A 
sh|eet partially c o v e r e d her. 
Splotches of blood matted 
the 


sheets and pillows. 
Police and a surgeon arrived at 
the Elsam home about the same 
time. The surgeon announced that 
Mrs. Bowers had been dead for a 
number of hours; that shemay 
have died before midnight. AnSfi" 
mediate autopsy corroborated that 
belief, police said, and the asstisap- 
tlon *oat death was due to strang- 
ulationl 


Heard No Disturbance. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Bowers were 
in good spirits during the early eve- 
ning the parents said. Neither Mr. 
or Mrs. Elsam heard any disturb- 
ance

up the investigation -said that an 
examination of the interior of the 
house revealed that the inside lock 
on the door leading outdoors was 
unlocked. 
It was further discovered, they 
said, that Bowers did not prepare 
to retire for the night.

glorify war or peipetuate hatreds, 
but seeks -nstead to commemorate 
the courage, devotion and sacrifice 
of those who gave their lives for 
their fellows and their country.

Prays That All Be Re-

Seeking to avoid a multitude of 
suits to collect unpaid assessments 
against state banks, Attorney Gen- 
eral C. A. Sorensen filed a cross 
petition in District court here Sat- 
urday morning in the action brought 
by more than 350 banks to enjoin 
the state from collecting the assess- 
ments. 
In* answering the 
injunction 


prayert-of the banks, the attorney 
general charges that practically all 
of the questions raised in their suit 
contesting the validity of the as- 
sessments have been disposed of by 
the opinion of the United States 
Supreme* court in the Abie State 
bank case. 
The cross petitioner seeks to con- 
vert the court action from a move 
on the part of the banks to escape 
payment of the assessments to an 
action by which the more than 350 
banks -win be directed by one court 
order to pay all of the assessments 
levied. 


The assessments include two reg- 
ular and three special ones levied 
between July 1,1928. and March 18. 
1930. for the guaranty fund and the 
December. 1930. levy for the de- 
positor's final settlement fund. 
• 
Suit to block collection of the as- 
sessments was begun in District 
court by the Hubbefl bank and sev- 
enty others. later nearly 250 more 
tanks were added as plaintiffs by 
stipulation. All had refused to pay 
the assessments and had failed to 
honor drafts drawn by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce cover* 
ing the unpaid assessments. 
If the attorney general's position 
should be maintained, he said Sat- 
urday, it would save a multiplicity 
of individual suits to' collect the 
assessments from each of the banks. 
If .the banks bad persisted to their 
refusal, without other court action, 
suits against each Institution would 
hare been necessary. AH the banks 
named as plaintiffs in the injunc- 
tion action, however, are named in 
the Sorensen cross petition as those 
against -shorn judgment for the 
amount of the assessments is asked.

Here Comes Nancy's Famous 


Strawberry Shortcake 


Anyone who visited in Nancy 


Page's circle did not need to be told 
that her strawberry shortcake was 
famous. 
She had established 


reputation for it in the first year 
of her married life. The second year 
there had been so many requests 


that finally Peter had had a printer 
run off copies of her receipe. He 
said that that was the only way he 
could hope to carry on any conver- 
sation with guests in strawberry 
season. They all wanted to get the 
recipe and did not care a hoot for 
his golf score! After the recipes were 
printed he merely handed out the 
card and then went on—"and as I 
was saying I usually make that hole 
i four faut today I made it in—" 
Here is Nancy's method of making 
the old-fashioned short cake: 
She mixed the biscuit dough in 
this fashion: First she sifted flour, 
then, measured two cups, added to 
the flour one-half teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar, four teaspoons 
baking powder. With the tips of 
her fingers she rubbed in four table- 
spoons butter, 
slightly, added She beat one egg 
two-thirds cup of 
milk to egg and then combined the 
wet and dry ingredients, mixing 


them quickly, lightly and deftly. 
She floured a board and patted the 
dough into inch thickness. She cut 
rounds, brushed half of them with 
melted butter and placed second 
round on top. These were baked in 
hot oven (450 degrees) and then 
split and covered with berries. She 
washed, hulled and picked over two 
cups berries, added six tablespoons 
sugar and let berries stand for an 
hour before putting them on short 
cake.

For Class; U. S. Leads 


Other Nations. 


Lincoln leads all cities in its class 
in the United States in the number 
of telephones per capita population 
according to J. H. Agee, general 
manager of the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. There are more 
than 27,000 telephones in the city, 
one for every 30 people. The stats 
also ranks well, with 22 telephones 
for every 100 people. There are more 
than 300,000 phones in the state. 
The increase from 1929 to 1930 was 
5,000. 
Comparisons with foreign 
cities 


and counties show the 
American 
superiority in this field. This data 
is now available as a result of a 
compilation of telephone statistics 
of the world just completed by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. January 1. 1930 was the latest 
date for which, comparable statist- 
ics could be secured. 
There were 34.526,629 telephones 
in the entire world on January 1, 
1930 and of these the .United States 
possessed 20,608,023 or 58 per cent. 
Europe, with 10.035.580 telephones, 
had 29 per cent of the world's total. 
The remaining 13 per cent were dis- 
tributed widely throughout the rest 
of the world. 
Canada Banks Second. . 
-The United States with 16.4 tele- 
phones for each. 100 of its peojtie has 
nearly nine times the relative tele- 
phone development of Europe, which 
has only 13 telephones for each 100 
people. Canada, with 14.2 telephones 
per 100 population is second.

WASHINGTON—W)—Eight years 
ago an instructor at the naval acad- 
emy had a hunch he would like fly- 
ing; now tie has become skipper of 
the giant airship Akron. 
He is Lieut. Comm. Charles E. 
Rosendahl. a slim, blue-eyed officer 
in whose life dirigibles are part and 
parcel since a day in 1923 when he 
went with the first class of volun- 
teers for duty on the Shenandoah. 
He reports at Lakehurst. N. J., 
April 15 ,to prepare for his new 
command. 
To his new task he brings the 
experience of 3,333 hours of flight 
in lighter-than-air craft and the 
record of more hours in the air as 
skipper than any other American 
officer. 


He was senior surviving officer of 
the Shenandoah's wreck in 1925 in 
Ohio, free-ballooning to safety with 
six companions in the broken off 
.forepart of the airship. 


He commanded the Los Angeles 
for three years, was at the helm 
when it flew nonstop to Panama in 
1928 and when it made a landing on 
the aircraft carrier Saratoga. 
He became first commander of 
the rigid airship training and ex- 
perimental squadron, formed in 1929 
at Lakehurst, N. J. 
\ He had been on the Graf Zeppe- 
lin when it first crosed the At- 
lantic from Germany and when the 
airship was poised at Lakehurst in 
1929 for its flight around the world, 
he returned hastily from inspecting 
sites for a Pacific coast dirigible 
base to get on board with only a 
day to spare. 


Among his narrowest and- most 
thrilling escapes he numbers the 
12-mile ride in the damaged fore 
section of the Shenandoah and the 
Graf Zeppelin's barely averted col- 
lision with a high tension wire as 
it took off from Los Angeles on the 
last leg of its globe-girdling flight. 
Command of the 6,500,000 cubic 
foot Akron, largest of dirigibles, has 
no terror for him because, he says, 
"I'll have a lot of good help—with 
veteran officers and enlisted men." 
While flying itself is most inter- 
esting to him, he believes the most 
important sideline has been his 
work with mooring mast and me- 
chanical handling problems. 
"No one else m the world but the 
United States navy has paid any at- 
tention to mechanical handling," he

says, "and here is where progress 
has been and will be made. 
"It is a most interesting part of 
lighter-than-air work, working up 
methods of putting a dirigible at 
man's beck and call on the ground 
as well as in the tir. 
"We shall see many great ad- 
vances with the Akron and many 
interesting things because it is the 
first dirigible in history to be de- 
signed for mechanical handling. 
Lieut. Comm. Rosendahl will be 


detached from the plans division 
of the bureau of aeronautics, his 
present post, April 15. to arganize 
a nucleus crew for the Akron at 
Lakehurst, N. J. 
The entire complement—approxi- 
mately 10 officers and 40 enlisted 
men—will go to Akron from six 
week to two months before the first 
flight of the dirigible now tenta- 
tively scheduled for latter 
July.

WAR PSYCHOLOGY. 


It was a foolish thing for Toscanini. famous or- 


chestra director, to conduct a scries of concerts in 
Italy without playing the fascist national anthem. 
The piece may not be good music, as 
Toscanini 


claims, but it Is tho official expression of national- 
istic spirit and in refusing to Include it in his pro- 
gram at Bologna after being especially requested to 
do so, the conductor invited trouble. 


There must be something behind this incident more 


than appears on the surface. It seems quite evident 
that Toscanini in not an enthusiastic supporter of 
the Mussolini regime. Perhaps some of his kinsfolk 
In Italy (he himself being an American by adoption) 
have felt the grinding heel of the fascist military 
boot In a country where brutality Is systematically 
practiced by the government's followers, there are 
likely to be repercussions of this kind. 


At any rate, the director's omission of the piece ap- 


pears to have been a studied and intentional rebuke 
to the_ Mussolini regime. If so it stamps him as a 
man of courage and conviction. Yet it would have 
shown better judgment on his part not to have under- 
taken any public musical performance in Italy if he 
was determined not to pay homage to the nation's 
Caesar That is. he would have escaped such humilia- 
tion as having his face slapped by an irate fascist 
leader and being reviled as a renegade by spokesmen 
of the affronted group. 
, 


From another standpoint though. Toscanini's de- 


fiance of the powers that be in the Roman peninsula 
may have worth while results. For one thing, it di- 
rects world wide attention to the fact that a serious 
schism exists among Italians. Without doubt, there 
are millions of his countrymen who feel the same 
way he does though they are afraid to indicate their 
sentiments openly. Toscanini has bearded the lion 
in his den, the Douglas sin his hall. For doing so he 
suffers some personal indignities; but the 
duce's 


minions do not dare to carry their spleen to the 
point of actual physical injury, nor is he arrested for 
sedition, as one less famous would probably have 
b^en. 
, 


The Toscanini affair grows out of the fact that 


war psychology prevails in Italy. Only by keeping 
the blackshirt 
element constantly 
stirred up to 


patriotic fervor can Mussolini retain his hold. This 
requires a constant show of allegiance to the dicta- 
tor. Anybody who refrains from exhibiting a proper 
display of such sentiment is subjected to censure or 
persecution, or both. 


We can understand how the mob spirit works by 


recalling that the eminent violinist, Fritz Kreisler, 
came under pubic suspicion and condemnation in this 
country during the World war merely because he was 
of Austrian birth. Now we listen to his music en- 
raptured but then many of us looked upon him as 
a national enemy. No doubt the fascists In Italy re- 
gard Toscanini in the same way, although he is of 
their own nationality by birth. 


When Toscanini returns to the United States he will 


undoubtedly be given a huge reception by the anti- 
fascist Italians here, and that will probably make- 
some impression in Italy by encouraging those who 
are hostile to the Mussolini government. The dicta- 
tor may find in the long run that liis, blackshlrts have 
done him no good by their rough treatment of this 
popular musician.

radio, who directed attention to one unique distinc- 
tion and source of strength which the Bed Cross pos- 
sesses. Its flag is recognized by every nation, it is 
the only universal flag the world over. On the bat, e 
field, amid the roar of cannons and the dealerms 
blasts of high explosive, when hate runs high, the «a0 
of the'Bed Cross commands the attention. No na- 
tion is sufficiently barbarous and wantonly savage to 
refuse to accord it respect. 


We think of the Bed Cross for what It has accom- 


plished'in easng the suffering incurred in war 
Its 


services in warfare have been magnificent. But t^e 
scope of its activities has been broadened to lit nu- 
manity's needs in time of disaster, arising from na- 
tural causes, and in normal times. At the anniver- 
sary celebration Thursday night, those who attended 
were given a clear outline of the emergency organ- 
ization In this state and in the city, which has been 
set up to handle any unexpected catastrophe. Its 
work in peace time towards improving sanitation and 
health conditions was described. The fact is, the Bed 
Cross has outgrown- the original objective for which 
it was established. It has developed into one of the 
greatest social agencies of this present time, working 
toward improvement. 
' 
. 


These facts are generally known and recognized 


raid yet they bear repetition, because the Bed Cross 
is purely a volunteer movement in its character and 
must depend upon the good will offerings of the pub- 
lic for its support. When the magnitude of the ser- 
vice which it performs .in peace time in relieving the 
distress of civilian population is appreciated to the 
extent which it should be, the question of its support 
is settled. 


One of the prophetic evidences of the future role ol 


the Red Cross is to be seen in the formation of the 
junior division which draws into its ranks the chil- 
dren of the country. Miss Marie Myers of Davey, the 
president of the rural" junior Red Cross council, was 
one of those represented on the program at the Lin- 
coln anniversary celebration. Acquainting the young- 
er people, who have, not reached their majority, with 
the work of the Bed Cross is a development of this 
last decade. It will establish a firm foundation for 
the organization in the future, for the generations 
which become earnest and enthusiastic workers early 
:n life will provide the momentum to carry it through 
iny period. 
" We have the last half century to thank for most of 
the growth of an enlightened social spirit In the 
world. It represents crystalized sentiment against 
the cruelty which marked more than eighteen cen- 
turies of history. In that time, human-slavery has 
been virtually abolished, imprisonment for debt has 
been wiped out; we have new ideals of the treatment 
rnd handling of the criminal and mentally sickunfor- 
lunates. We have organized against poverty and dis- 
ease, to the end that people shall not be homeless and 
hungry.

CHECKING MAINTENANCE COSTS. 


What paving can do to relieve mounting main- 


tenance costs on gravel roads which bear unusually 
heavy travel has been forcefully driven home by data 
of the state department of public works on mainten- 
ance expense of gravel roads during the last two 
years. 


In 1929, the state had more than 100 miles of grav- 


el highway whose maintenance costs exceeded $1,500 
per mile for the year. It was during the close of that 
year and 1930 that the first real start was made on 
Nebraska's state highway paving program. Most 
heavily traveled roads were paved first. 


The effect is vividly shown by - the 1930 mainten- 


ance cost figures which show that only 26 miles cost 
more than §1,500 per mile, the remainder of the high 
maintenance expense roads having been paved. 


This year's paving program will eliminate much if 


not all of the roads whose maintenance cost last 
year was greater than $1,250 per mile and a substan- 
tial part of the roads whose maintenance cost is 
greater than $1,000 a mile 


This does not mean that the paving program can 


be stopped. There will still remain more than 1.200 
miles of gravel which cost the state more thon $500 
a mile to maintain last year With increasing wear 
and increasing travel, the maintenance expense on 
those roads can be expected to increase. Others of 
lesser maintenance cost will _ also move up into this 
classification as traffic increases.

Heedless of political clamor 
and adverse military criticism, he 
neld his mighty instrument in check 
until'the opening came, and then 
delivered the master stroke against 
a supposedly invincible foe. From 
that hour the world knew the foe 
was not invincible.

In retirement he kept a dignified 


silence which makes an impressive 
contrast with the garrulousness of 
Napoleon the First at St. Helena. 
For Joffre the test of life was not in 
victory but in seeming defeat. Gen- 
eral Lee»was never so illustrious as 
when he turned his face toward the 
mountain town -where he spent the 
balance of his earthly life. Joffre's 
greatest triumph was likewise won 
over himself in his retirement. "The 
London Sptcta~tor" rightly says that 
he has been Caesar withoct arro- 
gance and with utmost simplicity.

For Clerks Violating 
Law Is Impossible. 


Clemency for postal employes in- 


dicted for eitherHninor or major of- 
fenses was declared to be impossible 
Saturday morning Federal Judge T. 
C. Munger. "There are thousands of 
men and woman working in Ne- 
braska postoffices, and to be easy 
on any one violator is bound to 
make others feel that they can vio- 
late postal regulations without pun- 
ishment-" 
Mimgtr had just received letters 
voucljing for the good character of 
Stanley Swanson. 23. indicted for 
opening letters -while working as a 
clerk in the Friend postofficc. Jol- 
lowing a lecture to Swanson. the 
judge fined Swanson $150 and costs, 
and ordered that he be jailed at 
Grand Island until the fine is paid- 


good character. But the same thing 
aas been said about every other 
postal employe that has ever been 
brought into this court. As a matter 
of fact, you can't get into the postal 
service unless your reputation is 
above reproach.

In fact, the con- 
ference dopesters Saturday morn- 
ing were predicting the meet prob- 
ably would turn on the relay, while 
individual championships were more 
or less of a toss-up, except in the 
shot and the high 
hurdles. Big 


Hugh Rhea apparently had the 16- 
pound event safely in his hip pocket 
while Bob Hager, Iowa State 
ace 


barring mishap, was conceded the 
high hurdles. 


Surpassed Big Ten. 


The caliber of track performances 
on the part of Big-Six athletes dur- 
ing the relay season, was 
again 


manifested in the Friday prelimin- 
. aries at Memorial stadium. Compar- 
ison of the Lincoln records with 
those of the Big Ten meet at Evans- 
ton show Big Six tracksters turn- 
ing ih the better marks in 
five 
events to three by the Big Ten. 
Equal performance in the remaining 
two events were registered by the 
two conferences. 


Considering that the Western 


conference includes four more great 
universities, the work of the Big 
Six youngsters at Memorial stadium 
Friday ranked the Valley region as 
one of the outstanding spots in the 
track'realm. 


Kansas Doped To Win. 


Kansas was favored to win the 
championship by a majority of the 
coaches, following the Friday pro- 
gram. The Jayhawkers qualified 26 
athletes for the finals, as compared 
with Nebraska, 21; Iowa State, 11; 
Oklahoma, 9; Kansas Aggies, 8; and 
Missouri, 3. Preliminaries were not 
run off in the two distance runs, 
the two jumps or the mile relay. 


Nebraska, however, still held 
a 


good chance to upset the 
dope, 
with Iowa State waiting to come in 
strong if the Cornhuskers and Jay- 
hawkers started slashing throats. 
Buskers Strong: In Field. 


Cornhusker strength is based on 
the field events, the Huskers hold- 
ing the first three spots in the dis- 
cus and broad jumo and placing 
well in the shot and javelin. Pick- 
ing the top six qualifiers in 
the 
track and field events, Nebraska 
leads with 20 qualifiers, as com- 
/pared with 15 by Kansas, 10 by Iowa 
» State, 8 by Kansas Aggies, 7 by 
Oklahoma and 2 by Missouri. 


The broad jump was the 
high 
spot of the Friday preliminaries. 
Nine of the 10 qualifiers leaped past 
22 feet, five bettered 23 feet and 
two of the group got past the 24- 
foot -mark. 


Don Gray Smashes Record. 


Don Gray of Nebraska drew cred- 
it for the only record performance 
Friday. Gray leaped 24 feet 2 3-8 
inches on his second jump, better- 
ing by one-eight inch the confer- 
ence record set by Cobe Tomson, 
Nebraska, in 1930. Gray's perform- 
ance was co flash in the pan, as the 
Husker athlete got close to 24 feet 
with his first Jump and leaped 24 
feet 5 inches in a final effort which 
was nullified because lie broke dirt 
a fraction of an inch ahead of the 
take-off board. 


Jerry Lee, a surprise Nebraska 
entry in the event, turned in a jump 
of 24 feet 1 inch, while Cobe Tom- 
son, another Kusker, was out 23 
teet*7 inches for third place.

On 40th Anniversary 


Pope Leo's Paper. 


Urges Use Surplus Funds 


To Provide Jobs For 


Unemployed. 


VATICAN-CITY, May 


Pope Pius XI in his encyclical, on 
labor made public today, character- 
izes the modern econcmic world as 
a "dictatorship," describes the mod- 
ern business life as "hard 
and 


cruel in ghastly measure." and caUs 
for a return to the justice of God 
In laving down the rules of conduct 
for capital and labor in their mu- 
tual relations. 
God and his goodness, he wrote, 


too often are lost sight of in the 
struggle for wealth, and 
riches 


often become a' great evil. The en- 
cyclical condemns all forms of so- 
cialism and communism. 
Premier Mussolini's corporative 


state, with which the pope has 
clashed more than once, although 
it is not mentioned in the encyclical 
by name, is described as possibly 
risking "the serving of particular 
political aims rather than contrib- 
uting to the initiation of a better 
social order." 
Many Fear. New Trend. 


Many fear, said the pope, ' that 


the new syndical and corporative 
institution possesses excessive bur- 
eaucratic and political character, 
and that "the state is substituting 
itself in the place of private irutia- 


The 20,000 word document entitled 


"Ouadragcsimo Anno" is in cele- 
bration cf fortieth anniversary of 
the Encyclical Berum Novarum is- 
sued by Pope Leo xm. 
Since Pope Leo wrote, the pontiii 


said, the entire enconomic scene 
has changed tremendously.. "Im- 
mense power and despotic econom- 
ic domination'" are concentrated in 
the hands of a few who frequently 
are not owners but merely trustee- 
and directors of invested funds. 


TJphols Private Property. 


The encyclical upholds the rights 


of private property, but asserts that 
these rights depend upon the obli- 
gations of .ownership which it is a 
function of the state to define. 
The pontiff, in suggesting a solu- 


tion for unemployment said: "In- 
vestment of superfluous income in 
providing favorable 
opportunities 


fcr employment, assuming that the 
labor employed produces results that 
are really useful, is to be consid- 
ered an act of real liberality par- 
ticularly appropriate to the needs 
of our time." 


STATE TREASURY 


BALANCE LESS 


THAN YEAR AGO 


There will not be as much money 


In the state treasury at'the end of 
May as a year ago, although 
the 


total cash balance has 
increased 


about a million dollars during the 
current month. Treasurer Bass had 
on hand Friday evening the gross 
sum of $6,310,777. This will not 
be 


increased much during the rest of 
the month, and it may be slightly 
diminished. On May 31. 1930, the 
treasury contained $6,961,801. 


On account of the large increase 
jn funds recently, due to collection 
of 1930 real estate taxes.

ite limits and be brought under the 
effective control of public author- 
ity.

Four Factors Blamed. 
The preamble to the agreement 


blamed the world's wheat ills on 
four factors: Worldwide economic 
depression, profitless overproduction, 
absence of adequate statistics and 
sensitiveness of the wheat market. 


Although recomme'ndmg acreage 


reductions, the agreement made no 
specific proposal as to .how such 
restriction would be accomplished. 
Chairman Ferguson, in describing 
the conference as a success, said 
harmony prevailed at all sessions 
and that concessions- and modifica- 
tions were made in the interest of 
unanimity.

No Merit 


In Charges Made 


J Against Them. 


Appointment of Dan and Nathan 


Hill as special administrators of 
the estate of Aaron Drayhorn by 
County Judge Reid was sustained 
Saturday in an order byi District 
Judge Shepherd. The judge, spent 
more than an hour, before making 
his ruling, in reviewing orally the 
evidence of the case. 
Trial of the appeal taken from 


the County court's order by Sam, 
Burt and A. J. Poska, residuary 
legatees, occupied ten days in Judge 
Shepherd's court recently. Objec- 
tions of the Poskas to the appoint- 
ment of the Hills were based osi 
charges of fraud and undue in- 
fluence. The legatees also objected 
to the appointment on the ground 
that the Hills, as owners of the 
Northwestern Iron and Metal Co., 
were indebted to the Drayhorn 
estate. 
Taking up the issues one by one 


and analyzing them. Judge.Shep- 
herd held that the position of the 
Hills is sound. 
He found 
no 


foundation for the charges of undue 
influence and fraud and stated that 
mere indebtedness is not sufficient 
reason to bar one from acting as 
the executor or administrator of an 
estate. 
He pointed out the difficulty of 


maintaining charges of undue in- 
fluence under the evidence that the 
Poskas, grandsons of Drayhorn, re- 
ceived under his will the greater 
part of his estate, valued at ap 
proximately $12,000. 
The judge said that it was but 


natural that the Poskas. as rela- 
tives of Drayhorn. should find it 
difficult to understand why the 
Hills would not withdraw after ob- 
jections had been made to their ap- 
pointment. 
The grandsons must 


consider, however. Judge Shepherd 
said, that it was the wish of the 
grandfather t h a t , these friends 
of his should have the handling of 
his estate. 
The Hills, the judge said, were 
right in persisting in wishing to 
act as executors despite the oblec- 
tions of the Poskas. If the Hills 
had withdrawn, Shepherd pointed

A short, spare man, Mr. Nichols 
recalls with pleasure the years that 
ae hefted a heavy leather bag to 
ois shoulder and traveled his route. 
He was reluctant to share those 
memories, but he did admit that 
more dogs followed him than any 
"i'her carrier. 


When Mr. Nichols entered the 


postal service on July 10, 1909, he 
drew the magnificent wage of $600 
per year, He moved up on the scale 
gradually, and at the time of his 
retirement was receiving the maxi- 
mum carrier salary of $2.100 per 
year. He will receive a pension of 
half pay for the rest of his life, 
under the civil service retirment 
plan in which a small amount is 
deducted monthly from salaries to 
provide a pension lund.

For himself, Mr. Nichols has no 


plans, but for his six grownup chil- 
dren, all Cotner graduates, he has 
dreams. One daughter, Lois, is now 
a missionary of the United Chris- 
tian Missionary society in Tibet, 
where her husband, Dr. Norton 
Bare, is a medical missionary. 


A son, Paul, is a professional
